been no further deaths reported 
among the persons Injured in the col- 
lision at Wanstead, on the Sarnla 
brancb ot the Qrwd Trunk raUroad, 
hetweea the Paelfle exprees weet- 
bound and an east bound fricght, in 
%hleh 28 peraona lost their lives. At 
Victoria hospital aeveral of the In- 
jured are aUll In a lertbtiii condition, 
but la expected that all wM re- 
tofWt The body of Fireman Rlckette 
of tire $Kt>^eeB train, which was be- 
lieved to be under the wrecked en- 
gines, waa found covered with anow 
in the ditch beside the track. One am 
was completely torn off and the body 
waa otherwise mangled. Death must 
bave been instantaneous. 

Andrew Canon, the operator at 
Watford, the flrat aUtlon eaat of Oi^ 
wreck, whose failure to deliver order* 
to Conductor MoAullire of the Paelfle 
tspress to paas the freight .it Wan- 
stead Is said by the Grand Trunk of- 
ilelals to have caused the wreck, has 
Bade his first statement since the 
wreck. He says he received the order 
for No. 5 (the express! to pass the 
freight at Wanstead at 9:48 o'clock, 
but declares positively that a few 
Minutes later Dispi^tcher J. O. Kerr 
at London (iafied hlili aa'd htAvM 
him to "bust" or cancel the order. He 
said: "About 9:64, after calling Wyo- 
ming and ascertaining that the 
freight was there, the dispatcher oall- 
M me rapNHy « halMosiM tltaea. 
When I answered on the wire he told 
me to 'bust' this order. I wrote 'bust- 
ed' across the order Just as No. 5 was 
coming in. Conductor McAullfle came 
|b and aaked me what the order board 
was out against him for. I told him 
that we had had an order for him, but 
the dispatcher hart 'bustfd' it. He 
asked me to hurry and write him a 
clearance order, which I did. Atter 
the train had started and was out of 
'my reach the dispatcher learned that 
the freight had left Wyoming. I told 
him I could not stop No. 6, as It had 
left. He immediately began calling 
King'a Court Jnootion. the atatlon be- 
tween 'Watford and Wanstead, on the 
railroad wire, and T tried to raLso 
them on a commercial wire. We both 
failed to do this, however, until after 
the express had passed the Junction." 

Carson admitted that he knew it 
wa.s acaJnst the rules of the company 
to cancel a train order without send- 
ing a substitute for'lt,but said that the 
diapatcber waa bi* auparior oflcer

The 
first ftagftlres arrlvM at -Tm ea the 
morning of Dec. 24. 

The gates of Fez at present ar« 
shut; shops there are closed and th( 
population la greatly excited. Thf 
Buropean colony of Fea, numbering 
about 20 persons, appeara to be satis 
fled that It Is in no imminent danger 
although the situation Is regarded 
serious. It Is said that tbe pretend 
er's followers have received numer 
ous addltloila since hia aneoeaaea. N( 
details of the Imperial losses have 
yet been received, but It is rumoree' 
that 2,000 of the sultan's warrlorf 
were killed or wounded. Tbe author 
Itles here are trying to minimize the 
disaster. It is declared that a sectlor 
of tho Imperial troops sent as rein 
forcements deserted to the rebels anc 
aided in drMBk tke M^al tn&OB back 
to Fez. 



Humberts Being Transported. 

Paris. Dec. 29. — The train brlnglnp 
to Paris the members of the Humbert 
family, who were arrested in Madrid 
owing to an addent was two hour? 
late at the Spanish frontier, tiiprcb> 
missing connections with the ParlE 
express at Bordeanz. In their anx 
iety to avoid the aaahmbling ol 
crowds ami demonstrations upon the 
arrival of the Humberts, the authorl 
ties here refuse to say at what sta 
tion the prisoners will leave the train 
These precahtlons probably will be 
defeated by the delay In arriving, af 
it now secns probable that the train 
Will reach Paris In broad daylight in 
stead as intended in tbe darkness oi 
early morning. It is possible that 
the prisoners will be taken from the 
train at some station outside the city 
At llondaye, on the Spanish frontier 
the car containing tbe prisoners waf 
detached from the Madrid train out 
side the atatlon on the Spanish side 
of the frontier, and the Humbertf 
were hurried into a French car held 
in readiness and handed over to the 
French officials. After this had been 
done the Bpanlah police retired. The 
change of cars was accomplished sc 
rapiilly that tho waltiiif; crowd barel> 
caught a glimpse of the party, but it 
greeted the prisoners with ironica' 
cheers and hoptings. Large crowdt 
gathered at all the statlona along th( 
line and waited for hours la tbe hope 
of seeing the Humberts. 

Newswrlters Injured. 
Pittsburg, Doc. 29 — The golden ju 
'bilee of the Passionlst Fathers in the 
United Statea Ih being celebrated in 
the monaatery of Bt Paul of the 
Cross. The first session was opened 
with a solemn blessing of a marble 
Calvary group over tbe altar, and s 
solemn pontifical maaa. The blessing 
of the Calvary group was conducted 
with mdeh religious pomp. The great 
crowds attending the Jubilee celebra 
tlon taxed tho capacity of the street- 
oars to and from the monaatery, but 
only one accident of ooasequenee re 
suited. Nine passengers in a run- 
away Southern traction car were bad 
1/ hurt, but none seriously.

A portion of the presa has 
through a misunderstanding of the 
facts, attempted to thwart my plac 
for raiaiag the mach-needed money 
witb which to defend myself, hy cir 
dilating a report that these letters 
were not genuine, because signed b} 
different persons for me. It Is true 
that many of the letters were signed 
hy different persons, because it wai 
impossible for one person to send 
them out In the limited time before 
my next trial, but all of these lettort 
are genuine. I have been continu 
oasly IB the Jalla of thia atate foi 
nearly three years. My means arc 
exhausted. The generosity of Ken 
tucky has boon laxe<l to the utmost 
in my former so-called trials. In s 
few weeks I am again to be tried foi 
my Mfe. hence my appeal now to my 
frieada ontelde of Kentucky." 

Minister Combs' Instructions. 

Washington. Dec. 29. — The now 
United States minister to fruafomala 
Leslie Combs of l,o\iI.<5ville, has re 
oeived bis final Instructions from the 
state department The relatione be 
twoon the United States and Guate- 
mala and Honduras were explained 
fully to him, as were other dlplomatir 
matters.

Mrs. Kre 
moat waa the daughter of Thomas H. 
Benton, for 80 yeara a senator In tbe 
United States senate.

Washington, Dec. 29. — A feeling ol 
satisfaction prevalla in official circles 
here in regard to the Venesnela'n af 

fair, and It Is the general belief thai 
tbe incident has lost all Its threaten- 
ing aspects, and that the details pre 
ceding arbitration can be arranged 
wHhont frietlon. The wdght eC ot 
flclal opinion here was that gerenU 
days at least muat elapse before any 
thing in the nature of a preliminary 
protocol Inddent to arbitration of the 
Venesnelan trouble can benMde ready 
for signature. 

Germany's insistence upon a pre 
payment of 10 per cent of her full 
claims before submitting her case tc 
arbitration, and tterbapa Prealdetal 
Castro's resistance to meeting what 
the allies regard aa the obligations ol 
honor, are bollovod to bo now the 
sticking points. But It Is hoped that 
these can be passed within the next 
few days, and it is further hoped that 
some arrangement will be made In 
the prelim Inary i)rotocol for tbe rais- 
ing of the blockade, though it Is inti- 
mated that the allied ships will be 
kept ready to renew it in case of any 
default on the part of Venezuela in 
her obligations. 

Washington having been the pivot 
about which all the negot'atlons have 
turned up to this point, it is surmised 
that it may also be the scene of the 
final act in tho =hanr of tho signature 
of the preliminary protocol, either by 
the resident representatives here ol 
the power.* Interested or by special 
agents sent to this neutral ground foi 
the purpose. 

Substance of Roosevelt's Note. 
Rome, Dee. 29. — Ambaasador Meyot 

presented to the foreign office Presl> 
dont Roosevelt's note on thA subject 
of Vonozuolan arbitration. The presi- 
dent says although be is very grati- 
fied at the confidence the powers have 
shown In him by choosing him as ar 
bitrator. which i)o«ition he would 
have accepted If tlioro were no othoi 
means of solving the question, he 
thinks it better to submit the caae tc 
The Hague tribunal, especially as all 
the powers concerned are willing. The 
presidont adds that, as tliero Is no 
question of national honor or cession 
of territory Involved, after thorough 
consideration and In accord with all 
the powers concerned, who have 
shown an honorable spliit of mutual 
consideration and moderation, he is 
glad to be informed that they all have 
agreed to submit the queatlon to The 
Hague tribunal. 

Germany Disappointed. 
Berlin, Deo. 29. — Tbe German gov- 
ernment Is disappointed by President 
Roosevelt's declination to be arbltra 
tor in the Venezuelan dispute, but In 
pursuance of his decision will corr<*- 
spond at once with Great Britain and 
Italy on the subsidiary questions that 
must now bo agreed upon, such as 
raising the blockade and tbe definite 
form of request whereby Venezuela 
on one side and Germany, Great 
Britain and Italy on the other, wbo 
ask The Hague tribunal to adjudge 
the dispute. The Interchange of views 
on these and other ronuirements 
probably will take place at Washing- 
ton ,wbere the ambassadora can con- 
fer freely with Secretary Hay and ob- 
tain through him President Caatro's 
assent to the precise propositions.' 

Take Arma Against Csstro. 

Wlllemstad, Curacao. Dec. 29.— Tbe 
VenoziR'lan rovolMiionl.sis bavn re- 
sumed active bostiiitiea against Pres- 
ident Oaatro. There has occurred s 
lively engagement between 1.200 rev- 
olutionists under General Riera and 
government forces at Cauyarao, in 
the vicinity of Coro. Details ot the 
engagement are lacking, but It la 
known here that the revolutionists 
had artillery. The government forces 
were commanded by General Refer- 
eno Castillo. General Riera retained 
his position. The armistice between 
the government and the recolutlonfarta 
baa ]u8t expired.

Thus the whole 
machinery for brinKiuK the coai monop- 
olists to tbe bar of justice can be put in 
motion by tbe Republican administra- 
tion. One word from President Roose- 
velt wou d cmpel his Attorney General 
to act As he does nothing to curb the 
monopoly, it woold seem certain tbat be 
doea not want any action taken, or, tor 
political reaaona, doea not wish tbe ex- 
tortion of tbe troat stopped. The crimi- 
nal atatate would allow the arreat of the 
ooal barona and, opon conviction of be- 
ing partiea tp any raatraint of trade, or of 
having formed a eombination to control 
prioao, they could be impriaoned for one 
Vear.
